FIRE WASTE LIKELY TO DECREASE. 

With the application of the new schedules 
in the West and the general use of that system 
of rating in the country, together with the 
much higher rates, it will be natural for the 
fire loss to diminish materially. Already 
where schedules have been applied their ef- 
fect can be seen. Property owners in order to 
secure a lower rate will make improvements 
as shown by the schedule. This bettering of 
the physical hazard is bound to have a good 
effect. The schedule is the only plan which 
systematically demonstrates to the assured the 
condition of his risk. He can plainly see the 
defects and how they can be remedied. The 
schedule will also move towns to improve 
their protection in order to secure a lower 
basis rate. A local agent has a splendid docu- 
ment with which to approach the assured in 
the schedule. In many instances the assured 
will make such improvements as he can. 

Another factor that will enter into the re- 
duction of the fire waste is the greater care 
people will take of their property. The higher 
rates have caused many assured to scale their 
insurance and for this reason they will be 
vigilant as to the custody of their property. 
Local agents report that their clients gener- 
ally are cutting down their line where the 
rate has been sharply advanced. This will 
have a material effect on the degree of precau- 
tion taken against fire. 


QUITE ENOUGH OF PUTNAM. 


Several insurance men have recently al- 
luded to the apparent disease attacking several 
insurance journals, which might be called 
Putnamania, in that they seem called in al- 
most every issue to attack the editor of In- 
surance Economics. Much of this twaddle has 
gotten to be personal abuse and insurance 
men are weary of so much of it. Most of 
these attacks are due merely to a desire to 
cater to a class of life insurance companies 
whose system Mr. Putnam has seen fit to 
criticize. The constant hammering and mud- 
slinging are disgusting underwriters, who be- 
lieve rightly there is sufficient interesting 
matter at hand if these editors would show 
enterprise in getting after it to enliven their 
columns intsead of shooting paper wads at 
Putnam. He may be taking his mission too 
seriously, and his judgment at times is pos- 
sibly warped, but his paper is far more inter- 
esting to underwriters than almost any of 
those which are throwing slime. 








CINCINNATI AND THE NATIONAL CONVENTION. 

The coming annual convention of the Na- 
tional Life Underwriters Association promises 
to be the most interesting ever held. Some 
splendid features are promised on the pro- 
gram. It behooves Cincinnati life men, re- 
gardless of all affiliations to work as one body, 
to make the local end of the convention a con- 
spicuous success. The entertainment need 
not be lavish, and we trust it will not be, but 
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what is selected for the edification and pleas 
ure of the visitors should be representative 
of the Queen City. Agents in all southwest 
ern Ohio should feel a local pride in this 
convention and lend their efforts to its suc 
cess. We hope to see a revival of spirit, an 
cverflow of genuine Cincinnati hospitality and 
cordiality, and a determination to show the 
guests who will be present that southern Ohio 
appreciates the convention and the National 
agency movement. 





THE FLAT ADVANCE IN OHIO. 

Despite the impression that has gone forth 
as to the success of the 25 per cent advance 
in rates, it is no exaggeration to say that in 
Ohio particularly, all companies that are in 
sisting on it are losing business. In some lo 
calities the agents have the situation well un 
der control, but any special agent who travels 
the field and is in touch with conditions can 
vouch for the failure of the movement in 
Ohio.

Circuit Court at Chicago. This court has re 
cently issued a temporary injunction against 
the so-caiied “beef trust,” which, according 
to excellent authority, is so broad and compre 
hensive as to include every form of agreement 
in regard to competition, and if interstate im 
surance transactions were brought under Na 
tional supervision it is believed that this in 
terpretation of the Sherman law would not 
only prohibit all forms of agreement between 
companies, but also all forms of co-operation 
between agents. 

Under these circumstances, or unless there 
is some chance of an appeal or amendment 
of the Sherman law, insurance interests are¢ 
not likely to approve National supervision ot 
take any steps to encourage legislation in this 
direction.

NATIONAL TAKES OVER THE MERCHANTS. 

The National of Hartford has reinsured the 
business of the Merchants of Newark, and it 
is understood the latter will 
retire from the field. A few days ago a syndi- 
cate, headed by J. M. Byrne, purchased the 
stock of the company for purposes of liquidat- 
ing it. In the West, after the reinsurance of 
most of its business in the Phenix last win- 
ter, it had only about twenty agencies left. 
Its western department had been dismantled. 

The Merchants is a good example of a 
company that might have amounted to some-

Its stockholders have received excellent re- 
turns on their investment, and really but a 
small share of the subscribed capital was 


ever paid in, the most being capitalized sur- 
plus. The company has been warped by inter- 
nal dissentions, followed by underwriting 


ability of a decidedly low grade. For the 
last two years the home office has been in a 
state of absolute panic, changing its policy 
with every big loss, and acting only by im- 
pulse. President Stout, while a fairly good 
financial man, was inexperienced in under- 


writing, and did not gather around him at the 
home men who would be a ballast to 
the institution. The latest experiment was 
William Wood, former United States man 
ager of the Palatine, the results of his ad- 
ministration being most apparent in the final 
dissolution. 

The Merchants had a glorious opportunity 
at this time to take advantage of the upward 
tide, turn over a new leaf and enter the busi- 
ness on a paying basis. It threw aside the 
one golden moment. Owing to its strange 
policy, underwriters have predicted its rein- 
surance for months. Its business became 
emasculated and local agents lost confidence 
in its permanency. It has been on the verge 
of retiring for a long time and more than one 
deal was almost put through. 

R. H. Garrigue, the western manager, until 
within the last two years or so has made money 
for the company in his field. He had a fair 
plant and built up a good classification. The 
varying tactics at the home office greatly 
handicapped Mr. Garrigue. The entrance of 
the Merchants in the Western Union has al- 
ways been looked upon as bad judgment. It 
was not fitted to play a part with the big com- 
panies in that organization. While an out- 
sider its course was successful, but once 
thrown in the same atmosphere with greater

companies, with its natural competitors out- 
side, its retrogression began.

INSPECTORS AND THEIR WORK. 
Home offices of fire insurance companies 


very frequently do not appreciate the great 
work that is imposed upon inspectors. Fre- 
quently the home office criticizes an inspector 
for not accomplishing more. It does not seem 
to have an adequate idea as to the time it 
requires to thoroughly investigate a risk. If 
this labor is.done hurriedly and certain phases 
are overlooked, and later a fire occurs, the 
inspector is censured. Some companies seem 
to think that a man should turn out a dozen 
or fifteen inspections a day. Even in a city 
a good inspector can scarcely cover more than 
six or eight ordinary risks, and perhaps that is 
too high a figure. Distance has to be consid- 
ered as well as the character of the risk, and 
the reports that have to be written. If 
inspector is unduly hurried and crowded, his 
work will not be as accurate as if he con- 
scientiously turns out what reports he natur- 
ally can. In most cases inspectors are faith- 
ful and do not*try to shirk work. They are 
willing to do all that is in the range of physi- 
cal possibility.

Some of his insurance was taken within about 
a year and this disease must have developed 
since then or there was either carelessness 
or crookedness on the part of some medical 
examiner. His daughter testified at the in- 
quest that he had had asthma for two years. 
She testified he was 65 years old and later 
affidavit that he was but 60. Among 
his policies it is understood there was one for 
$2,000 in the Ohio Life, one for a similar 
amount in Inter-State Life of Cincinnati 
and one in the Prudential, as well as others. 
That in the Inter-State was issued by the 
Inter-State Life Assurance Company, the stip- 
ulated premium company, and transferred later 
to the Inter-State Life Insurance Company, 
the legal reserve corporation. The transfer 
was sent to Youngstown and came back duly 
signed, although the old man was then living 
in Cincinnati. Who signed it? The premiums 
from Youngstown, too. That these 
claims will be paid only after a law suit, if 
they are ever paid, goes without saying. 
When the cases come into court some interest- 
ing information is expected to come out.

week. This should not be con 
founded with the Ohio Mutual Life Insurance 
Company, also of Cincinnati. On Thursda 
Renner & Renner, attorneys, representing a 
majority of the stockholders, made applica 
tion to Judge Littleford in Common Pleas 
Court, for a receiver, and he appointed Will 
jam D. Alexander, an attorney, as receiver. Mr 
Alexander is not yet able to give an accurate 
statement of assets and liabilities, but the as- 
sets are about $8,000, including $5,000 dé 
posited with the Ohio insurance department 
and the unpaid claims and other debts a litt! 
less. The company was incorporated in 1900 
under the stipulated premium law. O. J 
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Renner was president and W. A. Hunter, 


manager. The receiver says that the com- 
pany had a very unfortunate mortality experi- 
el from the start. The books show that 
none of the officers, except the manager, have 


drawn any salary, Mr. Renner not even re- 
ceiving compensation for his legal services. 
Tl oface force has consisted of only the 
manager and a clerk and the rent was small. 
Still almost from the start the officers have 
had to go down in their pockets to keep the 
company afloat and at last they concluded to 
wind it up. Seeing the end near, they have 
received no premiums for the past two weeks. 
The claims consist of about four, all contested 
on grounds of fraud, three being cases where 
the assured died of consumption soon after 
taking insurance, and one being that of Will- 
iam Lynn, an old man, who died recently in 
Cincinnati, who is suspected of having been 
impersonated by somebody else when the in- 
surance was taken.

HAVE TO DIVIDE WITH SPOTTERS. 

Some complaint is heard in Ohio of an abuse 
that is depriving legitimate life insurance 
agents of considerable income. The employ- 
ment of “spotters” to locate business for agents 
has resulted in a condition where agents have 
to divide commissions on a good part of the 
business they write. Bank clerks, foremen in 
shops, in fact, anybody who has any influence 
in placing insurance, can get a commission out 
of it, running as high as 25 or 30 per cent. 
These spotters are not generally licensed as 
agents at all. It is said that they clearly come 
within the Ohio law demanding a license for 
anybody who solicits insurance, but nobody 
wants to be the one to make complaint.

LIFE INSURANCE AND SUICIDE. 

Regarding suicide and life insurance, the 

Grand Rapids Post-Democrat says: 


“One of the most delicate and complicated 
questions connected with the management of 
the life insurance business is the proper sys- 
tem of dealing with suicides. 

“There have been many cases where men 
have taken out large amounts of insurance and 
then killed themselves—the manifest purpose 
being to defraud the companies for the bene- 
fit of the families and creditors of the insured. 
Many of the companies still write the ‘suicide 
clause’ in their policies, with the intention of 
refusing payment on policies issued to men 
who afterward kill themselves. 

“As a rule, it turns out that suits against 
companies refusing to pay on such policies re- 
sult against the companies, the general senti- 
ment of juries being ‘against the corporations.’ 





Many companies make the condition that the 
insurance shall not be paid if suicide shall take 
place within a given number of years, to pro 
vide against loss in cases where fraud is in 
tended—it being held that no man is likely to 
plan to kill himself at a time several years in 
the future. 

“A few companies have stricken out the sui 
cide clause altogether. This is regarded as an 
open invitation for embarrassed men to pro 
vide for their families just on the eve of rid 
ding themselves of the cares and responsibili 
ties of life. 

“American Medicine says that a study of 
suicide made from the records of his fraternity 
by Dr. Hanscom of the Royal Arcanum brings 
nut a little-known phase of the question. In 
a total death loss of 2,375 in 1901 there were 
81 members who committed suicide. The con 
tinued losses from this cause incited the com 
pany to enact a law that no claim of the 
estate of a suicide would be paid unless the 
membership had existed at least five years 

“By an accurate comparison it was found 
that this restriction reduced the number of sui- 
cides to one-half or one-third what it was when 
the claims of suicides were paid the same as 
those of others. It has been said that married 
men are less prone than others to commit sui 
cide, but Dr. Hanscom’s figures show that 67 
married men, 7 widowers and 7 single men 
committed suicide in 1901.” 





BEST KIND OF A LIFE INSTITUTION. 


Union Central Names Three Requisites of a 
Safe, Strong and Economically Managed 
Insurance Corporation. 





The Union Central Advocate, in discussing 
the features of a company an applicant for 
insurance should investigate, says: 

“Three things should be carefully studied by 
the seeker after insurance. What are a com- 
pany’s earnings, losses and expenses? 

“What income does it gain from the millions 
of trust funds put into its hands? The per 
cent of interest earned is the all-important ele- 
ment in determining what it shall be able to 
give to its patrons, If one company is earn- 
ing 4% or 5 per cent, and another 6% per 
cent, the company with the higher rate so far 
has a very great advantage. ‘lwenty-five mil- 
lion dollars at 6 per cent compounded, com- 
pared with the same amount at 5 per cent, 
shows a difference in twenty years of $13,845,- 
ooo. Other things being equal it will not take 
a discerning nan long to determine whether 
he shall invest in the company having the 
higher rate or the one which has the lower, 
since the gains on interest earnings go to in- 
crease the policyholder’s profits. 

“Careful attention should be given at the 
same time to the question of investments. Is 
the management putting its funds where they 
will be as secure as possible, or is it venturing 
them in dubious and unstable investments? 
High interest earnings which involve risks of 
serious loss are not for a moment to be toler 
ated in a business which handles the savings 
of myriads of people. 

“The question of losses is very important. 
Does the ratio show that risks are carefully 
selected? Does it show that the policyholders 
are chosen from those whose occupations, 
places of residence and habits of life, as well 
as inherited physical characteristics, furnish 
them a good assurance of many years’ life? 

“The third important item is that of ex- 
pense. This is somewhat difficult to deter- 
mine with accuracy. Misleading ratios are 
easily constructed, such as the ratio of expense 
to total income, or to premium receipts, or to 
amount of insurance at risk. None of these 
is a test of a company’s actual expense rate 
The relative amount of new business written 
must be taken into account, as that costs a 
great deal, but if well managed a large volume 
of new business will pay for itself. There 
are tables which separate the accounts of old 
business and new, and there are fixed ratios 
of expense which neither of these ought to ex- 
ceed. In studying this item the inquirer really 
needs the guidance of an expert. The com- 
pany which shows the lowest ratio of expense 
on paper may really be less economical than 
another company which shows a higher ratio. 
But with proper guidance the seeker after 
truth may find it. 

“When these questions have been carefully 
considered some other points may be taken 
into account, such as these: Does the com- 
pany put all its policyholders on an equal basis, 
or does it sacrifice the rights of the old policy- 
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holders in its eagerness to get new applicants 
Any company whicl willingness 
rob any policyholder his equitable rights in 
the earnings and saving f the company as 
a whole, should be carefully shunned.

AMONG THE GASUALTY MEN. 


Companies Need to Form a Compact and Get 
Rates and Practices on a Better 
Basis. 





Companies that write railroad accident in- 
surance business have frequently had the fact 
brought before them that this line is not profit- 
able. While, with close watching, a few com- 
panies have come out even or with possibly 
a small profit, yet, in the aggregate, 
business is not regarded as a good line to 
handle. Several companies have gotten into 
it, and have gone so far they dislike to pull 
out until they break even. Owing to the cer 
tainty of getting their premiums, there has 
been fierce competition, and in consequence 
accident companies are called upon to make 
bids tor the franchises. In this way rates are 
reduced below the profit yielding point. The 
practices of the companies as to railway busi- 
ness are not uniform, and this has caused 
a lessening of the profits. ‘The companies have 
piled up a large liability in railway business, 
and it will require skillful handling not to 
strain the financial machinery. Several at- 
tempts have been made to form compact on 
railway business, but no successful results have 
ever been obtained. Leading accident under- 
writers are convinced that an agreement as 
to rates and practices is essential to the future 
of the railway installment business. Certain 
companies having a large business see fit to 
withhold their support to the proposed agree- 
ment, and for this reason the companies have 
jailed to get together. A few companies have 
dabbled now and then in the railway busi 
ness, without much experience in that direc- 
tion, and not having ample facilities to control 
it. They have invariably discovered it to be 
experiment. It takes a large 
volume of business to get an average and 
yield a profit, and yet this large volume, if 
not paying adequate rates, may ultimately be 
a millstone around a company’s neck.
